larger than the 1929 or 1941 pre- 
war peak year levels.

ness, the report noted, should tend 
to increase production efficiency 
and offset increased labor and 
other costs. 

In the first quarter of this year, 
the report said, industria] activity 
in the district averaged 5 to 10 
per cent higher than in the first 
three months of 1947.

Heretofore the allowance was 
cut back when earnings passed 
$110 a month). 
Veterans with dependents may 
earn correspondingly more in 
wages before their $90 allowance 
is reduced. 

The new law does these other 
things: 
1. Continues in effect the re- 
cently-approved boosts in straight 
subsistence allowance to veterans 
taking full-time school and college 
training and extends the increases 
to part-time students. (It does 
not increase the basic allowances 
for job trainees, which continue 
at $65 and $90.) 

2. Provides small increases in 


subsistence for veterans taking 
combination courses — part in 
school and part on the job. This 
will increase allowances for many 
of the 250,000 veterans in institu- 
tional on-farm training. 

3. Eliminates all overtime pay- 
ments in computing how much 
allowance a job-trainee may rate. 
Only wages based on “the stand- 
ard work week” will be consid- 
ered as income. 

The new law goes into effect 
as of April 1, 1948.

The housing bill, as passed by 
the Senate, is awaiting presenta- 
tion to the House by the House 
Banking Committee. It contains 
provision for a comprehensive 
program of research for the de- 
velopment of techniques and ma- 
terials to facilitate mass produc- 
tion of housing. This provision 
was introduced by Senator Flan- 
ders in an amendment and should 
have a long-range effect in help- 
ing the building industry to catch 
up with modern methods, he said. 
‘Senator Robert A. Taft, a spon- 
sor of the bill, addressed the 
group by telephone from Washing- 
ton. He praised the bill as passed 
in the Senate, saying that it might 
well prove decisive in the housing 
emergency. Expressing the — 
that private industry soon would 
supply needed new construction, 
Senator Taft declared that the 
measure was sufficiently varied 
in its provisions to meet the needs 
of many communities with respect 
to housing projects. 

At an earlier session yesterday 
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the Right Rev. Dan P. O’Connell 
of Galveston, Tex., belittled the 
argument that it is “socialistic” to 
build public housing for those who 
lack it and cannot pay for it. 

“It isn’t socialistic to build jails, 
reform schools, penitentiaries, or 
to provide public health service,” 
he said, But, he added, if it is 
Socialism to provide needed homes 
for young Americans, “I’m a So- 
cialist.”

A similar tack was taken by 
‘Theo J. McGee, president of the 
conference, who said: 

“Through indifference and neg- 
lect, malignant slums have been 
allowed seriously to infest every 
American city, and today possibly 
8,000,000 families and more live in 
houses denounced as unfit for 
human habitation. These houses 
were built by American capitalism 
and constitute a part of the 
American way of life.

“Essential materials in the 
needed quantities simply do not 
exist, and it is largely idle to com- 
plain at material men or con- 
tractors or the Government. We 
do not live under a planned econ- 
omy. No regulatory laws of con- 
struction or inspection can pos- 
sibly guarantee satisfactory qual- 
ity in the absence of an adequate 
supply of materials, 

“Even the conscientous contrac- 
tor cannot perform the impossible, 
therefore anyone who builds or 
buys a new home must know now 
that he will pay an exorbitantly 
high price and that he may receive 
a very inferior product.”

Morale High in 
Mediterranean 


Fleet Ready to Fight, 
Correspondent Says 
After Week Aboard 


Destroyer.

ABOARD THE U. S. S. GOOD- 

RICH, IN THE AEGEAN SEA. 
HE United States Navy, judg- 
ing by its Mediterranean fleet, 
is ready to fight. Anybody Who 

has known the American Navy for 
the last ten years can tell, a few 
minutes after climbing aboard one 
of these warships, that it has now 
reached the highest point of ef- 
ficiency ever achieved in peace- 
time. 

Six months ago I saw Mediter- 
ranean units maneuver, Seaman- 
ship then was sloppy’ and morale 
was low. 

Now I have spent a week abroad 
this trim destroyer and seen for 
myself thé vast difference a half- 
year has made in efficiency and 
morale. 

Reasons for Improvement. 

There are two basic reasons for 
this improvement: 

The present crop of sailors are 
made of sturdier stuff. They 
joined because they wanted to go 
to sea. A goodly percentage will 
make the Navy a career and most 
of them are in for long hitches. 
Last fall the bulk of white hats 
were softies who signed up for 
2-year hitches shortly after VJ 
Day to avoid being drafted into 
the Army or else they sulked 
through a hitch to collect a free 
college education on the GI Bill 
of Rights. 

There is a conviction among 
almost all officers and men that 
the present navy will be a shoot- 
ing navy, thanks to Joseph Stalin. 

Last fall 140 of the 200 men on 
the destroyer I rode were count- 
ing the few days before their en- 
listments expired. Only 25 planned 
to “ship over,” This destroyer fas 
the same number of men, but only 
20 enlistments are running out 
and half that number will stick 
around fer another hitch. 

Plenty of Drills. 

The Navy Department, largely 
due to the hardheaded logic of 
Secretary James V. Forrestal, has 
laid down a schedule of seagoing 
setting-up exercises that would 
have exhausted the paunchy pre- 
war fleet. 

There is a constant round of 
fire drills, big-gun practice, air- 
soa rescues, anti-submarine ma- 
neuvers and anti-aircraft opera- 
tions. Before Pearl Harbor most 
of the guns on our warships were 
not fired for weeks at a time 
When the Japs attacked, the pub- 
lic address system on all ships 
im the area had to constantly re-

Mr. Stassen continues his sensational pré-con- 
vention campaign by seemingly winning eight 
or nine of the 23 Ohio contests in which his name 
was entered. As a measure of his victory, the 
Minnesotan predicted he would win 12 contests 
and, of course, such predictions are usually very 
much on the optimistic side. Mr. Taft, on the 
other hand, conceded Stassen only one delegate. 

In some respects, Stassen’s Ohio victory is 
even more spectacular than: his performances in 
Wisconsin and Nebraska. In Wisconsin, it was 

freely predicted that Gen. MacArthur would win, 
but the,outcome doomed the General’s candidacy. 
and made Stassen a real contender. The free- 

‘for-all in Nebraska was a severe test, for all the 
major G.O.P. candidates were entered, but again 
Stassen won, while Taft made a poor showing. 

For Stassen to enter Ohio, however, was a very 
daring thing to do. Ohio is Taft’s own state 
and, according to ordinary political amenities, 
was entitled to look forward to its 53 votes on 
a favorite son basis. Disregarding the counsel 
of some of his closest advisers, Stassen decided 
to beard the lion in his den. His boldness in do- 
ing so is pointed up by the fact that Taft is

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A Common Sense Move 

Few things have made less sense than the 
helter-skelter sale of war plants and war goods 
in the face of a mounting threat of possible 
need for them. Acting under instructions set 
soon after V-J day, the War Assets Administra- 
tion has continued to sell war factories and ma- 
chinery which would be sorely needed in the 
event of an emergency. 

In view of the unsettled state of the world, 
the White House has acted wisely in putting a 
30-day freeze order on all such iquidating op- 
erations. ,This saves for the Government more 
than 100 war plants which were scheduled for 
immediate surplus sale. It protects large quan- 
tities of goods which are needed for security. 

Thanks to this freeze order, which was an- 
nouncéd by John R. Steelman, presidential as- 
sistant, the Munitions Board will have an op- 
portunity to inventory all “surplus” plants and 
supplies still in the Government’s hands.

If We Are Outmoved 


All war aims at the surrender of the 
mind—the conversion of the will to resist 
into a willingness to accept defeat. To 
attain this object, the weapons used are 
not exclusively military; propaganda can 
also. be effective—all means, both moral 
and physical, tending to convince the ene- 
my that it is better for him to yield. 


The most superficial look at Eastern Eu- 
rope foday makes clear that Russia has 
had great success in this kind of war. 

Steadily and ever faster the Soviet sneak- 
up war has eaten into our strength in 
southeagtern and western Europe, the Mid- 
dle East, China and Korea. Our bastion 
of Western Europe has been steadily 
integrated by an invasion which we have 
up to this moment let go by default. 


If we permit Russia to outmaneuver us, 
to seize bases important to us, to pene- 
trate our inner defenses under a strategy 
of disunity, the day may come when, if we 
should feel it necessary to fight, we should 
not be able to get orf our feet to do so. 


We are against an enemy who is in this 
for keeps. We can expect no mercy, we 
can expect no rules. We must steel our 
wills and recognize that we must counter 
his subversion against us; that we must 
ald those we have pledged to aid and even, 
if Europe is taken over by the Red Army, 
continue to establish our communications 
and to support our allies although they 
may be behind an iron curtain for many 
weary months. . 


Marshall Plan, but More 


The Marshall plan is vital in all this. But 
in my view it is not the final solution. 
Those who advocate the Marshall plan, as 
I do, must avoid the danger of regarding 
it as a kind of economic Maginot Line 
which ig automatic in its resistance and 
effectiveness. If we do not support it 
with other weapons, and if it should fail, 
this failure would be exploited to our hurt. 

As Russia extends its bases, we are weak- 
ened in our position abroad; Not only do 
we lose our foothold, but our failure to 
counter Russia’s subversive efforts lessens 
our moral influence. An important factor 
in Russian calculation has been the hope 
that discouragement and disgust with the 
situation in Europe would drive the United 
States back to isolation. 

In both World War I and World War II, 
Europe protected us while we got ready. 
Whether from the humanitarian motive, or 
in the interest of our national security, it 
is our duty to support Western Europe.

Can't Buy Our Way Out 


We can’t buy our way out of this sub 
versive war. We must force our way out 
against a resourceful and determined op- 
ponent who is single-minded in its purpose. 

This is the way we must meet this of- 
fensive: 

1. We must perfect our intelligence serv- 
ices, so that we may quickly unmask Soviet 
intention and develop those unorthodox 
tactics which World War II demonstrated 
to be essential, 

2. We must counter Soviet subversive at- 
tacks and help to build resistance in coun- 
tries Russia attempts to subjugate. 


3. We must take the offensive on the 


psychological front * perfect our radio, 
the pamphiet and the press, and assist our 
allies in assembling facilities for getting 
the truth to the Russian people. 


4. We must adopt a firm policy of imme- 
diate reprisal for every indignity or physi- 
cal injury or unlawful imprisonment inflict- 
ed on our men in military service. Only 
by reprisal can we compel proper treatment 
of our representatives by the Soviets and 
obtain the confidence of our allies. 


5. We must use our economy as a weapon 
against the Soviet Union and not permit 
her to use it against us. Economic recon- 
struction in Western Europe is an 
tial element in undermining Commun 
strength. We must deny her goods in 28 
supply, or which we are stockpiling, or 
which will strengthen her in ee 
for war against us. 7 

Subversive action is made the more ef- 
fective if there is the threat behind it of 
a strong, developed military force, There- 


fore, to counter such subversive action, we 


must have such a force. 


Danger, a New Experience 


In preparing a strategic defense, it is es- 
sential that we keep in mind that the new 
weapons of destruction have increased the 
vulnerability of our country. Therefore, to 
obtain an essential edge on our potential 
enemy, we must intensify our applied re- 
search and develop a program in aerody- 
namics, power plants and electronics that 
will make available the most modern piloted 
aircraft'and guided missiles. 

We ‘must also have an effective warning 
system and an adequate defense system of 
interceptor planes and ground weapons. We 
must have ready for immediate retaliation 
a force of combat planes with a range and 


galtitude and gpeed which will enable them 


to impose heavy punishment upon any na- 
tion that attacks us. 

‘To man these weapons, we must have 
carefully trained soldiers, sailors, and air- 
men whose minds and wills can stand the 
strain. This can be attained only by con- 
scription to meet any immediate danger. 


For the first. time in our history, we see 
that we are faced with the danger of in- 
security. We must not run away from 
the compelling fact that we shall get se- 
curity only if we stand up and equip our- 
selves to achieve it.

No Conflicts Are Irrepressible 


AST week the President received from the ‘Federal Council of 

the Churches of Christ in America a petition—addressed to the 

Administration and to the people—pleading with them not to 
“tolerate any complacency about war,” and to “reject fatalism about 
war.” Now it may be arguable whether in fact there are many, or 
even any, men in high places who are complacent about war. But 
there is no doubt that the fatalistic view is widely held. | 


The belief that war is inevitabl 
rests on the idea that the twa 
ways of life and systems of gov- 
ernment — the Communist and 
American — are 
#0 antithetical 
and so irrecon- 
cilable that no 
settlement, even 
if one could be 
negotiated, 
would be ob- 
served. This 
view is plausi- 
ble. 

There is no 
doubt, so at 
least it srry on 
me, that 
viet government Marshal Stalin. 
and the Communist movement, 
seek, if they can, to dominate the 
world, and that they do not feel 
bound by, if they are able to 
evade them, agreements which 
seem to renounce this grandiose 
ambition. 


No Inevitable War. 


But in a conflict of this kind 
what they can do is more impor- 
tant than what they seek to do. 
Therefore, it does not follow at 
all that war is inevitable. 

The fatalists about war are in 
the last analysis the victims of 
the same fundamental fallacy, 
though in reverse, as is Henry 
Wallace. Like him they believe 
that peace can be had only when 
there are no radical conflicts of 
interest and purpose. He thinks 
that is possible because the 
conflict is imaginary. They think 
peace is impossible because the 
conflict is real. Both identify 
peace with the absence of con- 
flict. 

But the fact is that diplomacy 
fis the art of dealing with real 
conflicts, and its object is to make 
peace and keep the peace by regu-

LET’S TRY TO

N AN ENDEAVOR to aid in halting further ad- 

vances in living costs, U.S. Steel decreased cer- 
tain steel prices on May 1, 1948, to the extent 
of $25,000,000 annually, these price reductions 
being applicable so far as possible to steel prod- 
ucts related to the cost of living. 


Announcement of these price reductions was 
made on April 22, 1948, concurrently with the 
denial by U.S. Steel of the request of the United 
Steelworkers of America (CIO) for a “substan- 


tial wage increase.” 


United States Steel believes that costs and 
prices in general are too high for the good of the 
nation. It shares the firm conviction that Ameri- 
can industry and labor should cooperatively do 
everything in their power to avoid further in- 
creases in costs, which, if permitted to occur, 
must result in higher prices for almost every- 
thing we buy. Certainly the best interests of all 
of our people will not be served by a further 
lowering in the purchasing power of the dollar. 


We are hopeful that our action in reducing 
the prices of a number of steel products associ- 
ated with the cost of living may have a beneficial 
effect throughout the nation and may be helpful 


in bringing about an early stabilization or reduc- 


tion in the cost of living. If this should prove to 


be the outcome, everyone in this · country will 


benefit. If, on the contrary, costs should continue 


to advance, then in fairness to our employees and

to our stockholders we will have to consider. at 
some later date the adequacy of both wages and 


steel prices under then-existing conditions. 


Our answer to the Union was that the grant- 


ing of its request for a “substantial wage in- 


crease” will not in the long run bring benefit to 


anyone, as it will lead to similar substantial wage 


increases in other industries and to higher prices 
generally. Such a wage increase would make 
necessary a general advance in our steel prices. 
We are unwilling so to increase steel prices at 
this time, as we believe this would be contrary 
to the best interests of the nation. | 


The Union’s demand for a “substantial wage 
increase” was based on increases in the cost of 
living. The index of the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, U. S. Department of Labor, records an in- 
crease of 67.2% in the cost of living between 1940 
and February, 1948. During that same period, 
average straight-time hourly earnings of our 
steel workers rose 73.3%; their average actual 
hourly’ earnings advanced 81.3% and their aver- 
age actual weekly earnings advanced 91.7%. 


These advances are substantially in excess of 


the increase in the cost of living during that 
period. 


If there is to be a halt in the surge of rising 
costs, there must be full and effective cooperation 
to this end on the part of every segment of our 
economy. |

Deere my visit to England, 


I drove one day to a lovely old 
Elizabethan house 
which has been taken over by 
the government and is being used 
by the prison commissioners for 
an experiment—an entirely new 
kind of home for delinquent girls 
between the ages of 17 and 21. 
The girls are chosen very care- 
fully—not so much according to 
what their records have been as 
according to what the prison au- 
thorities believe may be the 
chances for improvement in the 
future. They began this experi- 
ment with a staff almost as large 
as the number of inmates — six 
members of the staff and seven 
girls were the first occupants of 
the house. The number of girls 
has now grown to 30, but the au- 
thorities hope not to take more 
than 50 at a time. 


. *¥ 

IN THE first six months, every 
girl goes through what is practi- 
cally a household arts course. In 
addition, they have plenty of other 
things to keep them busy. Under 
the direction of the old gardener 
who was on ‘the place before the 
war, they cultivate about three 


and a half acres of vegetable gar- 


den. Fruit trees have been pruned 
and the boxwood hedges have 
been cut. Rabbits, goats and pigs 
are another responsibility the girls 
have undertaken, They have laid 
out a miniature golf course and 
there is a croquet ground on a 
smooth lawn. Carrying dirt on 
their backs, they have made a 
tennis court. 

Nothing is locked in the house 
except the front door at night. 
The atmosphere is unbelievably 
unlike that of any prison I have 
ever been in. The girls’ manners 
and their welcome were natural

stitution, and I was, told that 
there is a similar one for boys in 
a much larger historic mansion, 
where some 80 boys are now liv- 
ing. It is acknowledged that all 
this is an experiment, and it is 
certainly a courageous. one. One 
hopes that it will succeed, for it 
gives these girls and boys far 
better preparation than is usually 
given for resuming life as mem- 
bers of a community. 

One young girl whom I met is 
going to take up market garden- 
ing when her date for leaving 
comes. They told me that many 
of the girls, on leaving, take posi- 
tions in nursery schools, and they | | 
are now trying to install at the 
institution a training course for |. 
the work in such schools, There 
are already evening classes in 
academic subjects and in musical 
and dramatic appreciation. 
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
